NEARLY 1800 WORKS ENTERED IN 
MAY SHOW, INITIAL SCREENING 
IS COMPLETED 


The initial screening of nearly 1800 works entered in The Cleveland Museum 
of Art's 1977 May Show has been completed, with 625 of the entries selected for 
further jurying. Almost 1000 entrants are currently being notified of the results 
and those whose works were selected for further consideration are being asked to 
bring them to the Museum. 

Commenting on the use of slides this year in the initial screening process 
Tom Hinson, assistant curator of Modem Art and May Show coordinator, said, "We 
are very pleased with the success of slides as a method of taking a first look 
at the objects. It allowed us to work more quickly and eliminated the temendous 
storage problem we have had in the past. Also because no one had to handle the 
objects there was no worry about damaging them." 

Normally held in the spring, the May Show was postponed until the summer this 
year because of the scheduling of The European Vision of America exhibition last 
year. The May Show will open on July 13 and be on view through August 21. The 
annual exhibition is open to artists who are living or were born in the thirteen- 
county Western Reserve area of northeastern Ohio.
